The office of Clerk of the Council in Ireland is held by patent, for the life of the present 
possessor. ^ 

By the 5th section of the Act 57 Geo. 3, cap. 62, it is enacted, That the said otiice 
shall, upon the termination of the present existing interest, be regulated under the pio- 
visions thereafter in the Act expressed. 

The Clerk of the Council holds his offic as a sinecure, being empowered by his patent 
to execute his office by deputy, and it is wholly executed by three deputies accordingly. 

With the exception of the principal, who is so empowered by patent to discharge the 
duties of his office by deputy, all the other situations in the department are fully efteclive, 
and in every instance executed in person. 

The following is a brief outline of the several duties attaching to the Department : 
Dutie.s. 

The duties of the Deputy Clerks of the Council, which are necessarily of a very respon- 
sible and confidential nature, are executed by their joint co-operation. 'I'he ordinary 
duties consist in a strict and uniform daily attendance from U till 5 o’clock (and all other 
times, as the exigency of the service requires) for the purpose of receiving and executing 
the commands, and answeiing the inquiries, of Government; of receiving all applications 
to be laid before the Board ; of corresponding and personally communicating with the 
parties and public on the subject of their applications; of reducing same to due ana 
official form, agreeably to the rules (if the Board, previously to their being subraitted for 
consideration; of communicating the result to the parties, and calling for such additiona 
information as may be requisite; of preparing the necessary Orders and Acts of Council « 
in engrossing the same for confirmation, and in the issue and notification thereof; of 
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and registering the different papers connected with each particular subject; of entering in 
the various Council books, as matters of record, all Acts and Ordeis of Council, and the 
proceedings relating thereto ; of attendance on all Councils and Committees of Council ; 
of taking minutes of, and registering the proceedings of. the Board and Committees ; of 
promulgating the several Acts and Orders as directed; of engrossing, attesting and 
recording (in full) all fiants for patents to all ecclesiastical dignities and benelices in the 
j)atronage of the Crown; of preparing the rough drafts of various instniments, for the 
revision of the law officers, and attending on them with the same, and receiving their 
instructions previously to those documents being laid before the Board; and of the care, 
custody and regulation of the voluminous records and muniments of the office; making 
searches therein, and granting extracts and certificates of the same to the public, on matters 
of a public nature, this being an office of record : also in attending personally with those 
records at the law courts, or at the assizes, when suhpeenaed for the purpose. 

Independently of the ordinary duties, there are others wliich arise from the exercise of 
the appellate jurisdiction invested in the Coinicil Board, namely, receiving appeals, and all 
documents connected therewith, granting copies of the same, and communicating with the 
parties concerned thereupon ; preparing for the hearings of such appeals, and attending the 
proceedings of the Board when sitting as a court of appeal; and finally, entering upon 
record all the pleadings lodged in those causes. 

The entire of the above-mentioned duties devolve upon the three deputies. 

Usher and Keeper of the ('.ouucil Chamher . — The care, custody, and regulation of the 
Council-chamber, offices and furniture, devolve upon the Usher, whose business it is to 
provide and duly apply the various articles requisite for the use of tlie chamber and offices, 
such as coals, candles, stationery used at the Council Board and Committees, and various 
other necessaries. He superintends the conduct and has the direction of the office-keeper 
and attendants. It is his duty also to attend and assist, not only in matters of a ceremonial 
observance in the Council, as in proclaiming the King, swearing in the Lord Lieutenant, 
Lords Justices and Privy Councillors, and on the introduction of Members on their appoint- 
ment, but also on all ordinary occasions ; on all meetings of the Counci) and Committees ; 
in making the requisite arrangements, as well for their accommodation as for that of 
counsel or witnesses, when heard and examined, either before the Lord Lieutenant in 
Council, or by Committees of Council a)>pointed for that purpose, 'riic office of Usher is 
of ancient establishment, having been held by patent from the reign of King James the 
First.
